The Foreign Agricultural Service of the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture today reported the following developments in world agriculture and trade. 


FRUITS 


Moderate Recovery Forecast for POLAND'S Deciduous Fruit Industry. 
Following last season's devastating winter freeze, only a partial recovery is 
forecast for Poland's deciduous fruit industry, according to the U.S. 
agricultural attache in Warsaw. Warm, spring weather in the main deciduous 
fruit producing areas induced early flowering which was cut short by a 
damaging frost that affected flowering and killed numerous bees necessary for 
pollination. As a result, total deciduous fruit production is forecast at 1.2 
to 1.3 million tons, slightly more than double the 1987/88 volume of 545,000 
tons, but well below the record 2 million tons harvested during the 1986/87 
season. 


The long-term damage to the industry appears extensive. Preliminary 
assessments indicate more than 10 million trees have been lost since the 
1986/87 season with inadequate supplies of nurserystock to replace them. The 
remaining stands--particularly apples and pears--are expected to suffer yield 
reductions over the next few seasons. 


WOOD AND WOOD PRODUCTS 


U.S. Wood Products Set Fast Export Pace as U.S. Becomes Net 
Exporter. The total value of U.S. solid wood exports was nearly $2.2 billion 
in the January-May period of this year, a healthy 48-percent increase over the 
same period in 1987. Japan, the leading market for U.S. wood products in 
1987, increased imports nearly 51 percent over last year to about $901 
million. Only poles, piles and posts, and softwood railroad ties experienced 
declines in export values. 


U.S. hardwood lumber exports of $260.1 million were up 56 percent 
over the January-May 1987 trading period. The export value of hardwood 
flooring was up 48 percent to $6.1 million, veneer was up up 32 percent to 
$60.8 million and logs were up 24 percent to $78.1 million. Softwood log 
exports increased 79 percent to, $895.6 million; lumber was up 28 percent to 
$423.3 million; and plywood was up 17 percent to $95 million.

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Total U.S. wood products imports were $2.15 billion, a decrease of 2 
percent compared to last year. These export-import data make the United 
States a net exporter of solid wood products for the first time since 1980. 
U.S. imports of softwood lumber from Canada totaled $1.1 billion (5.5 billion 
board feet), a 6-percent decrease from last year.
